Last 
winter a few s(n:are acres of snow and roek and 
Icc camo crushinK down on a crew that \ver(> en- 
deavoring to clear the tracks I'art of them es- 
caped untouched and immediately began digging 
out their fellow workers. At the end of 26 hours 
they came upon a sorry figure — a battered section 
man who had borne the full brunt of the alide. 

And what do you think ha did when they 
pulled hini out, more dead than alive? Oorated 
them for leaving him buried so loni?.

"They are passionately fond ot onions of a par- 
ticularly rank variety. Without exception they 
■moke cigarettea that make burning rubber rem- 
iniscent of atUr of roses. .Most of tliem .-ire af- 
fected with bronchial trouble.
